Ex­ 
cept in a few places the custom has 
gradually gone out. but here and there 
it continues, and carries with it the

French bakers and

borrowed. 
Having paid the $10,000 borrowed, you and your as­ 
sociates would then, through your $15,000 investment, your ef­ 
forts. etc., own a business worth $25,000—no debts. Many indus­ 
trial concerns started in that manner, growing year by year, the 
earnings being used in part for dividends and the balance rein­ 
vested in the business and grow accordingly. Very much the .same 
as a person purchasing a home through a building and loan as­ 
sociation. 
Do the railroads start, expand and grow in that manner? In­ 
deed they do not. 
What has been bur experience with the rail­ 
roads? A group of men will conclude to build a railroad. It will 
be capitalized at $1,000,000. 
How much money do the “group of 
men” invest? Well, perhaps, $50,000. And what do they gel for 
it? 
Generally they take 51 per cont of the stock, or, 
in other* 
words, they take about $510,000 of stock for $50,000. Their stock 
eo^t them ten cents on the dollar; one-tenth of par. 
How are we to build a million-dollar 
railroad on $50,000? 
Why, the “group of men” get out a million-dollar bond issue and 
give with each $100 bond about 50 per cent stock bonus. So you 
see that between the $1,000,000 of stock and the $1,000,000 bond 
issue, a total of $2/*00,000 of stocks and bonds have been issued, 
for which was received only $1,050,000— making 
$950,000 on 
watered stocks and bonds, commonly called “blue-sky.” 
The man who owns the bonds and the man who owns the 
stocks each wants at least 6 per cene income on what he holds. 
If 6 per cent was to be paid on money invested, then in this in­ 
stance the amount would be $1,050,000 by 6 per cent, or $63,000 
yearly. But due to the manner in which the railroad was formed 
and financed the owners of the bonds and stocks expect $2,000.- 
000 at 6 per cent, or $120,000. 
From the above you will see that by paying “dividends” on 
actual worth instead of “blue-sky worth” the present railroad 
rates are ample, and then leave a surplus to meet or discharge bor­ 
rowed money. 
At this time the railroads say they believe their 
property 
worth $20,000,000,000. They admit that they invested only about 
$8,000,000,000; also, that the railroads could be duplicated at a 
cost not exceeding $13,000,000,000. And yet they want the gov­ 
ernment to grant freight rates which will permit paying interest 
■ and dividends on twenty billion dollars. 
And that would mean 
paying $420.,OOO,OOO on seven billion dollars of “blue-sky.” The 
interest alone on “blue-sky” is now so great that it takes all to 
pay that alone, leaving nothing to pay on the principal and re­ 
duce the indebtedness. 
Most of our railroads in the last fifty years have issued so 
many bond issues, gone into the hands of a receiver, reorganized 
and issuing more bonds, back into the hands of a receiver; then 
reorganized and issuing more bonds, etc., that they are now in 
the fix of owing as much as they are worth in reality. The rail­ 
roads are really the property of the -bondholders, 
and present 
' freight rates are sufficient to enable earning interest on the bonds 
and setting aside a fund to retire them in time.

Deafness ic a tribulation, but its ef­ 
fects

pity o Illogical 
than 
physical. Deaf men ae a rule have less 
difficulty in getting jobs than have 
men with more obvious handicaps. The 
real handicap in deafness is that It is 
more calculated to inspire impatience 
than sympathy, and as a consequence, 
deaf men grow .suspicious, Irritable 
and complaining. 
The deaf man is a 
trial to himself and to the world, and 
tie walks quite alone. 
Communication 
is the one thing that can restore him 
to normal contracts. 
Tn order to effect this the Modern

in the world of Industry.

Jwhich was crested by a recent act of 
the Board of Directors of the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, has already been

The duties of the new committee 
also will be to investigate transpor­ 
tation rates and problems and co­ 
operate with the management pf th?.

It is in this capacity of protection 
rather than as accessory before the 
fact that the best man has come down 
through time aud stands up at your 
wedding today.
